Two new programs may 
greatly improve the nation’s job 
safety and health efforts, “9 top 
Labor Department official

‘The two programs — advisory 
inspections and eny selt- 
inspection — will lead to a more 
comprekensive national job 
safety and health program, said 
Assistant Secretary of Labor 
John H, Stender, who heads the 
Department's Occupational 
Safety * and Health 
Administration (OSHA). 

Speaking before — the 
Industrial Safety Equipment 
Association in Hot Springs, Va. 
Stender said that ear! 
criticism of OSHA's programs 
centered on the fact that, unlike 
many pre-existing state 
programs, OSHA aid not have 
any provisions for inspection 
without citation, 

“Let me say this was not 
OSHA's decision,” Stender 
explained. ‘The law was clear. 
When an OSHA inspector 
discovered’ a job safety or 
health violation, it was his 
responsibility to cite it,” 

He noted that the logic of this 
was sound, because otherwise 
employers would wait for an 

to arrive before 
making needed improvemen' 
But experience under OSHA has 
shown fhere is nonetheless, a 
distinct” need for advisory in- 
spections, especially to help 
small employers come into 
compliance with job safety and 
health standards. 

Stender said that's why OSHA 
recently issued new rules under 
which advisory inspections at 
the request of employers, with

Keep dog in

What these footnotes to 
history point up is the critical 
role the American iron and steel 
industry and its people assumed.

And 
having a heavy — stock 
manufactured already, I do not 
wish to increase it until times 
are more settled.” 

Apparently maintenance and 
inventory problems were a fact 
of life then as today 

‘Over the long term, Redecoar 
was a successful industrial 
feader and many of the tall 
stacked sternwheelers on the 
distant Mississippi River owed 
their existence to. this sturdy 
woman 

Today, however, capable 
women are asking for and 
receiving opportunity to a 
growing extent. We all 
recognize that we must 
establish a more perfect. ap 
proach to both leadership and 
full utilization of all human 
talents and capabilities with 
consideration af sex or race. 


One of the most ample 
sources of human energy is the 
young people in high schools 
and colleges, coming out of the

As colonial British subjects, 
the ironmasters had no vaice in 
their government, And they had 
timitations placed on their cratt 
as ironmasters, There is ro 
question that freedom and 
opportunity have changed since 
then for the better. 

We started out in a brand new 
America with almost 
warestricted personal and 
economic freedom. 

Because of our vast growth. 
the evolving politica! condition 
has resulted in a certain degree 
of central government control. 
We have gone fram free en 
terprise to a form of govern: 
meont-rogulated enterprise. 

Tf we are to be effective in our 
business, we must use our 
rights as corporate citizens to 
influence the regulations placed 
upon American enterpris 

How we use our influence 
may be the key to increasing 
productivity and, also, may well 
turn out to be our greatest 
challenge. 

History teaches that when you 
do nat perform with the general 
well-being of society in mind, 
you invite the government to 
legislate. 

We the general pudlic and 
their political representatives: 
seem not te be sympathetic or 
net to listen, it is Because they 
stmmply do not understand the 
problems that face industry 
today. 

‘On this broader scale, making 
better ‘use of our human 
resources Means generating 
grassroots understanding of the 
steel industry, how the people of 
& community fit into the in: 
dustry, how an infinite variety 
of steel products fit into people's 
tives, and how the industry fits 
into and contributes to the local, 
national and world economy. 

‘We can decry the Naders and 
complain about anti-business 


legislation all we like 


But their success proves that 
the attitude of the public — right 
or wrong — has today and will 
tomorrow become a definite 
influence on the ability of our 
industry both to provide society 
with the steel it needs and to 
make a profit. 

The ultimate aim of our entire 
industry's efforts in these areas: 
should be to create a climate of 
understanding and cooperation 
in which our industry and the 
society it serves can prosper 
and remain world leaders — & 
climate that is conducive to 
pride and excellence in work at 
every level. This is productivity 
in its broadest sense.

‘The panel believes that de- 
regulation of prices of oi} and 
new matural gas is essential to 
the recovery of full. costs 
associated with the develop 
ment of new production areas 
and processes. 

Tt woukd be well to keep 
reminding our legislaters that 
some of our processes in the 
steel industry require increased 
use of gas. 

Any method of gas ex 
ploration and distribution 
among consumers that does not 
recognize the industrial 
requirements on at least an 
even basis with the home 
consumer can have an adverse 
effect on employment op- 
portunities, We Should make 
that point clear to all 
logistators, the public and the 
industry employes and 
stockholders. 

The early ironmasters faced 
similar problems of raw 
materials and energy but they 
solved them dy finding new 
resources at hand, and that's 
the way it was for a long ume. 

Some believe that we can 
again become energy self 
sufficient, At best, it would be a 
gigantic task and we would 
have to make somé pretty 
drastic changes in the way we 
live 2 
As for raw materials, there 
are some we don't have in this 
country and there are others in 
short supply, Some countries 
‘ave an abundance of the items 
we require. 

We have been. using our 
supplies faster than new 
sources have been developed 

This brings me toa statement 
1 made earlier when I said we 
are in a position to cheose in- 
dependence in the areas where 
self-sufficiency is possible, and 
interdependence where 
necessity or prudent business 
judgment dictates, 

Would it not be prudent to 
move toward positions of 
Interdependence with seme of 
the developing nations so that 
cooperatively they benefit 
through our technology and 
management techniques and 
we benefit through access to 
their energy and raw 
materials? 

Let's establish a dialogue 
based upon mttual un- 
derstanding and mutual 
benefit 


In the past, getting raw 
materials from a foreign source 
was generally to have those raw 
materials complement ours 
Now the need is more pressing 
and immediate. 

Every foreign raw material 
that we import helps ve 
our resources, and to that ex- 
tent it has the same effect as 
finding new reserves. 

The arrangement of which I 
speak will require a greater 
understanding of the needs and 
aspirations of other countries so 
that, in effect, their exporting of 
energy and raw materials to us 
helps them meet their goals. 

Tt also will require strong 
government cooperation. 
Fortunately, we are in a 
stronger position to expect 
governinent cooperation than in 
years past, and one of the 
reasons we are in that position 
is that many of us followed the 
advice given us in January 1985 
by the «then Congressman 
Gerald Ford. 

Speaking at a Public Affairs 
Conference conducted by this 
Institute in ‘New York City, he 
urged us to get involved in 


our 
work with them and keep them 
more adequately informed 
about our industry. 

In the 10 years that followed, 
many companies took that 
advice, and then the Institute

Guidelines for review of 


doctoral programs revised 


Revised guidelines for the 
review of new doctoral 
programs were ‘adopted 
Tuesday by the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education, meeting at 
the Student Center of Southern 
Minois University at Carbon- 
dale.
